with the inferior part of the Standard-Bearers. In the head 
of them are placed two Drums, one Fife, and one Gentle- 
men, : bearing the Companies Arms. | 

In the Rear of them, two Gentlemen bearing Banners, 
 - containing the Arms of the deceaſed tenefattors. 

In the Center of them, fall-two lrums. 

In the Rearof them three Drums, one Fife, and two 
Gentlemen jn Pluſh-Coats, bearing two Banners, one of 
Their Majeſties, the other of the Companies.

The next, two Gentlemen bearing two other Banners.

In the Rear fall in two Drums, and a Fife. Then two 
Gentlemen - one bearing my Lord MAYORS, the other 
the City Banners. Then Twelve Gentlemen: Uſhers, and 
.and after them the Court of Afſhſtance, which makes the 
-Jaſt Diviſion. 

The Right Honourable he LORD MAYOR, with 
the Principal Aldermen and Sheriffs, Mounts his Horſe, with 
.the Aldermen two by two, the Sheriffs in the Rear. 

In this Equipage of two and two, the whole Body move 
toward: Grocers-Hall, where the Lord Mayor Ele@ attend- 
.ed from Clathworkers Hall joyns with the Old Lord Mayor 
'and his Retinuez whence all of them in this Order march 
through Kingſtreet down to Three Crane-Wharf, there en- 
tring into their ſeveral Barges which are gloriouily adorn- 
ed with Flags and Pendants, His Lordſhip and this Gallant 
Company all Landing .at Weſtminſter, is conducted to the 
Ex- 
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Exchequey-Bar ; there having performed ſeveral Ceremo- 
nial and Cuſtomary Duties, and taken the Oaths to Ther 
Majeſties, he returns again by "Water to Black-Fryers-Stairs, 
with Drums Beating, Trumpets Sounding, Muſick Play- 
ing, Oc, 

"There his Lordſhip, and the ſeveral Companys Landing 
from their Reſpective Barges, the reſt of the Attendents 
that went not to Weſtminſter, waiting tor his Reception, 
the whole Body moves in Order before him to Cheap-ſtde, 
where his Lerdſhip is ſaluted with the Firlt Pageant. 


The Firft Pageant, 


N a Large Stage is mounted a Golden Came! upon a 
| Pedeſtal moſt richly Ornamented, with Carved Works 
of Gold and Silver, being a proper Baſis for ſo Noble a 
Creature, as the Honourable Creſt of the Worſhipful Com- 
pany of GROCERS. 

On the Back of this Magnificent Creature, between two 
Frails of Fruits, as Raifins, and Almonds, Dates, Spices, 
and Gumms of all forts, fits a Negro habited according to 
the Indian Manner, in one Hand the King's Banner, with 
the other liberally diſtributing the Bountiful Produtt of his 
Country, his Bridle and Trappings being Crimſon, as the 
proper Colours of the Ancient Company of GROCERS. 

On a Deſcent beneath, fits placed four Cardinal Virtues, 
Juſtice, Temperance, Prudence, and Fortitude, Habited with 
their proper Ornaments 3 as: Juſtice in a Robe of white $ lk 
to ſhew her Innocency 3 in one Hand a large Banner of my 


Lords Arms, in the other a Sword of Juſtice, and a pair of 
C Golden 
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Golden Scales 3 which Young Virgin makes a Speech to the 
Lord Mayor, as his firſt Entertainment in Cheapfede. 

The reafon why Juſtice is-expreſt by a Young Virgin, to 
fhew that Judges and Adminiſtrators of the Law ought to 
be Incorrupt and free from Bribes, Partiality, or Flattery, 
but conſtant and fincere, 

On the four Corners of the Stage are Erected four Pyra- 
mids of Honour, Ornamented with the Coats of Arms of 
the Worthy BenefaQtors and Freemen of the Virtuous 
Company of GROCERS, as a true Emblem of their Ju- 
ſtice and Piety,

Re Twp Griffons, erefted an two large Stages, being 
J the Antient Supporters of the Arms of the Company 
of GROCERS, Elaborated, Guilded, and Painted ac- 
cording to their proper Bearings. On the Backs of theſe 
two ſtately Creatures, between their Wiugs fit mounted on 
two large Frails of Fruit and Spice, two Tawny-Moors 
richly adorned, and array in choice [diaz Silks, the Ha- 
bit befitting the Degree and Quality of the Figures, in all 
the gayeſt Finery ſuitable to the Occaſton. In their Right 
Hands they hold the King's Bernor. and the Cities 5 in their 
Left, a Shield, with the Arms of the Company. ' On their 
Heads are Coroxets of Feathers, beſet with Pearls and 
Jewels. 

On the 8 Corners.of the two Stages, ſiteight Figures,inti- 
mating eight more Virtues, as Love and Hopoxr, Induſtry and 
Vigilance, Truth wud Mercy, Hepe and Piety. All Habited 
according to the Ancients Deſcription, with Bannors Flying, 
and Trumpets Sounding, in Howoxr to the Worthy Mag- 
ſtrate, the Right Honourable Sir John Fleet. 


The Fourth Pageant.” 
The Triumphal Temple of PAL LAS. 


His Temple is moſt exquiſitly contrived, and beauti- 
T fied with all the Ornaments and Embelliſhments ima- 
ginable, the Compoſure of the Fabrick being of the moſt 
ſtately Ancient ArchiteCure. 

In the Contrivance of this Temple are four Arches or 
Neiches, wherein are placed four Figures, Repreſenting 
four Poectical Deities, all moſt richly Habited. 

Firſt Pa!llzs the Goddeſs of Wiſdom, Arts and Arms, ac- 
cording to her three Titles of Pallas, Minerva and Bellona ; 
her Habit is a Robe of Purple, with 'a Silver Head-piece, 
and a plume of Red and White Feathers;in her Right Hand 
ſhe holds a Banner of the City-Arms, and in her Left a 
Spear and Shield charged with a Gorgons Head. 

The ſecond Figure is Neptume the God of the Sea, in a 
Sea-green ſilken Robe, his Coronet of Shells and Corals, 
in one Hand the King's-Banner, in the other a Trident, in- 
timating his Soveraignty of the Seas. 

The third Figure Thetis the Goddeſs of the Sea, in a 
watchet colour ſilk Robe, and a Coronet ot Flowers. 

The fourth Figure 4s Mercury the God of Wit in a Sky- 
colopr'd Robe, on his Head a Silver Cap with two ſmall 
Silver Wings, 41n one Hand his Caduce, in the other the 
Banner of the Companies. 


The 
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The whole Temple is Dedicated to the Honour of the 
GROCERS, in intimating theſe four Gods and Goddeſſes, the 
Wiſdom and Wit requiſite for -the Management of their 
Trafftick through all parts of the Univerſe; and the Ocean 
the proper Scene of their Commerce, as umporting from 
thence all thgr Spices and Fruits from the remoteſt Planta- 
tions of the World. Arid the whole hkewiſe applicable to 
his Lordſhip, the Goddeſs of Wiſdom being the principal 
Figure in the Front of the Temple, implying the. neceſlity 
of Wiſdom to preſide at the Helm,in govermng the Metrs- 
polis of England.

On the other two Pilaſters, are two Pyramids of Ancient 
Military: Trophies, as Hetmers, * Plames, Bows, ' Qui-

Over all is a large Ttableture of Silver, in the middle of 
which, between the. ilaſters- and -Cohamns, are planted 
eight Shields, or Targets, bearing the Arms of England, 
Scotland, France, and Irelend, interchanged. .. |

and the Grocers, likewiſe interchanged.
